Moving majestically westward, ; 
"No 5900’ first of the giant oil burn 
ers of that scries to be used through 
the mountain district of the C.P.R., 
left Winnipeg on Saturday. Because 
of urgent need in the mountain sect 
ion, the engin will not be on inspect 
ion atons the route, but it is expected 
before the fleet is delivered to the 
British Columbia district, people in 
the divisional points west will have an 
opportunity of a closer view of the 
greatest locomotive ever constructed 
in the British Empire.
